HARRISON, N. J., Dec. 27.—A garter 
clasp, slightly larger than a five-cent 
piece, but bearing some peculiar marks, 
is depended upon to solve the identity 
of a good-looking young woman whoss 
body was found yesterday in one of the 
pools that dot the swampland along the 
Passaic river. 

Upon this little piece of metal are 
centered the labors of every detective 
}who is at work on the strange case, 
in the belief that it ultimately will tell 
at least a part of the story of the crime, 
just as a button exposed the identity 
of Edward L. Norcross, who blew him- 
self to pieces with a bomb in the office 
of Russell Sage. 

New Clew Is Unearthed, 

Another supposed clew in the murder 
of the girl wads unearthed today. It is 
a white silk shirt waist and was found 
by police searchers a few feet from a 
boathouse near the Passaic River. The 
boathouse is 400 feet from the meadow 
pool, where the body was found. There 
is every reason to believe that the 
newly found garment constituted part of 
the dead girl's clothing. 

From the body of his victim the slayer 
had, carefully removed every particle of 
apparel that bore a laundry mark. 
“Thest he evidently rolled into a- bude, 
fylaced them inside the woman's muif, 
and threw it from the bridge leading to 
Newark. The fastening of the bundle 
broke and the garters and other gar- 
ments were washed upon the bank, 
where they were found. The police are 
searching the river for the rest of the 
clothing. 

Woman Drugeged and Slain. 

So far as the police have been able 
to determine from meager evidence at 
hand, the young woman was drugged 
before the body was undressed and 
thrown into the pond. They believe 
the drug was administered by someone 
who wished to render her only tempor- 
arily helpless; that the drug proved 
more powerful than expected, and that 
the body then was dragged to the 
water’s edge and thrown into the pond 
as a place of concealment.

After five 
years of effort, the sisters of Miss 
Arnold finally consented to the mar- 
riage and one month ago they went 
with her to New Mexico.

They asked that the 
improvement be postponed for a year, 
but the d of Public Improvements 
aid no attention to their requests. 

hen the people learned that the 
street would be improved against 
their wishes they petitioned for a 
brick street. St. evin’s Catholic 
Churth took an active part in the 
fight. mene meetings were held to 
rotest against bituminous macadam. 
he Board of Public Improvements 
selected this material, and sent the 
ordinance to the Municipal Assembly. 


“At the request of St. Kevin's Church 
I represented the people of the parish in 
asking for a brick street,” said City 
Register Patrick J. Reagan. “We had 
a petition of 8 per cent of the property 
owners for brick, but the influence for 
bituminous macadam in the Board of 
Public Improvements was too strong 
to overcome. A committee appointed by 
citizens called on Fred Wiedmer, former 
chairman of the Committee on Public 
Improvements in the House of Dele- 
gates, to protest ageinst anything but a 
brick street’ Wiedmer turned them 
down without a hearing and the erdi- 
nance was passed. I found the game too 
strong for me.” ; 

The committee that waited on Wied- 
mer was composed of Rudolph Hecde, 
an undertaker, Theodore aickel 

ames Fogerty. 

“Wiedmer told us we were going to 
get a bituminous macadam street,”’ said 
Heede, “and that it was useless to ask 
for brick. He would not listen to us. It 
was not & minutes after he made this 
statement that he called the Vill out of 
the committee and passed it. This was 
one of the coldest deals I ever got as 
the representative of a body of citizens 
who were trying to protect their own in- 
terests. There seemed to be some pow- 
erful inflyence for oituminous macadam 
both in the Board of Public Improve- 
ments and the House of Delegates. I 
don’t know what it was.” 

The present Huuse of Delegates has 
1 but two bituminons niacadan: 
Dills. One of these provides for the 
paving of Arsenal street, between Spring 
avenue and Morganford road. It is esti- 
mated that this work will «ost $63,370, of 
which the city, 6n account of the Tower 
ffvove Park property fronting on this 
part of the street, will have to pay $33,- 
$60. The other bill provides for the im- 
provement of King's Highway from G:4 
Manchester to Hager roads, at a cost of 
$53,400. Ag the city owns property on 
King’s Highway it will have to pay 
$5007 as its share of the cost of this im- 
provement, when it is made. 

The bitulithic people seem to have 
been favored by the Board of Public 
Improvements when streets are to be 
made on which gity property fronts. 
The nine bituminous macadam bills, now 
held up, will cost property owners, ac- 
cording to the estimate of the Board of 
Public Improvements, $183,159. The im- 
provement of Minerva avenue from Ar- 
lington to Hodiamont, will cost $62,924. 
The reconstruction of the street was au- 
thorized on the board’s motion, and the 
board also selected the material for the 
paving. 

Bitulithic paving costs 15 cents a 
square yard more than asphalt. It is not 
considered by the Street Department su- 
perior in any respect to asphalt. The 
streets here have not worn as well as 
the asphalt streets. The first year the 
bitulithic people entereg@ the field the 
Board of Public Improvements awarded 
contracts amounting to $670,088.80 for as- 
phalt. For the fiscal year ending April, 
1907, the asphalt contracts amounted to 
$183,166.70. Asphalt paving is now laid 


for $2 a square yard. Bitulithic paving | 


costs $2.15 & square yard. The second 
year the bitulithic people were in the 
field the contracts for asphalt dropped 
down to $247,470.95, but in 1906 they ran 
up to $445,457.78. The contracts for brick 
streets have not shown a very great 
change. In 1904 the brick contracts 
amounted to $696,587.63; in 1905, to $686, - 
185.43; in 1906, to $766,663.21, and in 1907, 
to $712,361.82.

Water Commissioner Adkins and 
President O'Reilly were the members 
of the committee who approved the 
specifications reducing the time of the 
Maintenance guarantee. 


Contractors laying wood block pay- 
img are still required to give a 10 
years’ guarantee and a nine years’ 
guarantee on granite blocks. _ 


Contractors say that the reduction of 
the guarantee period does not enable 
them to make a street any cheaper. 
Under the new order of things the city 
takes the streets off of the hands of 
the contractors in five years and then 
maintains them at public expense. The 
contractors are required to give bonds 
to the city for the faithful performance 
of all contracts. Bonds are given to 
the full amount of all work costing 
$5000 or less, and for 2 per cent of con- 
tracts in excess of that amount. 

The contractors’ bonds are signed by 
different bonding companies. n New 
York, where the Barber Asphalt Co. 
recently refused to abide by its main- 
tenance guarantee, suits are said to be 
in progress to test the legality of these 
bonds. Some contractors say that the 
bonds are undoubtedly worthless in 
cases where gas pipes have been laid 
under the pavement, or where paving 
has been damaged by being torn up for 
the purposes of arin other maina. 
The question of the legality of the 
bonds has never been raised here. 
When a street is in need of repairs the 
Street Department notifies the contract- 
or. If the work is not done promptly 
the city again sends notice to the con- 
tractor, and at the same time notifies 
the bondsman. 

Street Commissioner Travilla said the 
Board of Public Improvements thought 
five years was long enough to require 
a contractor to guarantee an asphalt, 
bitulithic or brick street. The ten- 
dency of the board, he said, was to pay 
more attention to the first construction 
of the street and less to the matter of 
having it kept in repair by the con- 
tractor.

No legislative agent has ever approached 
us with a proposition to procure the 
passage of our bills. Coyne, who was 
convicted of perjury, didn't even do us 
the courtesy to visit us. So far as T am 
concerned the House of Delegates can 
either pags the bills or let them alone. I 
am’ not especially anxious to stay in the 
paving business in St. Louis. In fact 
I would like to find a man who wants to 
buy a good paving ;-lant: 

“St. Louis is getting its paving cheaper 
than any other city. I would like to get 
into a city where prices are higher. 1 
think the people will have to admit that 
it is a good thing to have competition 
in smooth surface paving. While we do 
not compete on materials with the as- 
phalt people we do compete in smooth 
paving. This competition keeps the price 
down. The Warrens are operating 
throughout the country, “specially in 
the South and Southwest, and they are 
getting better prices everywhere than 
We are here. The Barber Asphalt Co. 
has been spending more money fighting 
the Warrens than it has in improving its 
workmanship. The corporation of which 
the Barber Asphalt Co. is a part was 
recently fined $6,000,000 In Venezuela and 
its charters were forfeited and much of 
its property confiscated by the govern- 
ment. While the asphalt people were 
getting into trouble we have been going 
ahead with our business and taking con- 
tracts away from them everywhere. 

“On the streets where we got our 
best contracts the people asked for bit- 
uminous macadam. I know nothing

Senatorial politicé was a good deal of 
the gumshoe variety. The early part, and larger 
part, of the campaign consisted of whispered con- 
ferences between politicians; candidates had se- 
cret agents who operated not always in accord- 
ance with the best public policy; activities were 
devoted to pledging legislators and especially 
legislative candidates beforehand and the cam- 
paigns of the latter were “helped.” 

Notoriously in the case of a perennial aspirant 
for minority honors an ugly form of what was 
virtually and morally bribery developed in the 
guise of campaign expenses. The recent sena- 
torial deadlock and the legislative investigation 
incident to it illuminated conditions and meth- 
ods which probably obtained in both parties to 
greater or less extent under the old regime. 

By improper and even foul “deals” and prac- 
tices the party machinery in some localities was 
affected and tainted in a way that involved the 
general State campaign with the senatorial 
operations, particularly when men of great per- 
sonal wealth and few political scruples were seek- 
ing honors. 

While the general and senatorial primaries can- 
not be expected to make men over or wholly 
t» purge and purify politics, their effect should be 
distinctly wholesome. Primaries mean a greater 
and stronger publicity. There will be fewer vio- 
lations of corrupt practices acts with the game 
more openly played. And, what is specially im- 


‘portant, the primaries tend to popularize politics, 


by making it vastly more interesting to the aver- 
age man. 

There is, ordinarily, no supremely keen popular 
interest in State corfventions and legislative cau- 
cuses. Where the work of these is relegated to 
the people at the polls, and where the primaries 
are in the nature of general elections, attended by 
the same conditions, like popular demonstrations, 
and results ag vital, the people should be led to 
take a freer hand. 

Its sensational features remove primary politics 
from the humdrum of the ordinary game; the 
enhanced power of the voter, who is given a di- 
rect hand in the business, appeals to the citizen, 
aud this should be especially true of a sehatorial 
primary. It is a larger sense of his political im- 
portance, a broader view of his participation in 
national government, which the voter is offered in 
balloting upon the choice of a man to sit in the 
upper house at Washington. 

The senatorial primary is a comparatively new 
feature of government. It is on trial. It has had 
no decisive test, though its results thus far recom- 
mend it. While its decree can ‘have no binding 
force other than moral upon- a legislature per- 
forming the constitutional function of naming a 
Senator, the primary at which the people express 
their preference is probably the nearest approach 
that can ever be had to their old desire for elec- 
tion of senators by popular vote. 

The advantage of primary elections may not 
be entirely expressed in Missouri’s first experi- 
ence with them, nor until the people become used 
to the system and learn to avail themselves of 
it freely. Such local primaries as Missouri has 
known in the past were mainly attended by a nar- 
rowly political class of voters—the same heelers 
and henchmen who supplied the force that ruled 
conventions; and these, no doubt, will be largely 
in evidence at the general primaries. 

It is to minimize this force, in so far as it is 
pernicious, that the new primaries are intended, 
however; and it must be that in time, with the 
attendant publicity and the keener popular inter- 
est that primary politics entails a somewhat bet- 
ter grade of citizenship, and a broader representa- 
tion will be seen in the power which makes slates 
and tickets, caucuses and nominates candidates. 

So, also, as a result of more intimate individual 
participation, it should be a better educated and 
more responsible voter who approaches the ballot 
box in the last instance to decide between men 
and between measures,
